It said that temperatures were 
expected to reach or exceed 
95 degrees, the 98-year-old recard 
for July 15, bringing an increased 
demand for electricity to rim air 
eonditioners, 

No Problems Seen 

However, Consolidated Edison 
officials said that the high tem- 
peratures would not present any 
problems. 

Today's Federal Power Com- 
mission inquiry, requested yester- 
day by President Carter, was the 
first of three by governmental 
agenaes trying to fix blame for 
the blackout that paralyzed the 
city. 

FPC chairman Richard Dun- 
ham said that the government 
shared responsibility for the 
blackout. “Whatever we did ob- 
viously didn’t prevent this situ- 
ation.” he said, referring to 
measures taken after the North- 
east's huge blackout of 1965. 
“Quite obviously something 
didn't fit.” 

“We're going to find out what 
went wrong and find out what 
steps can and must be taken to 
prevent the same thing from 
happening again.” he added.

the most powerful Marxist mave- 
ment in the West, in the nation’s 
top-level decision-making process. 

The new government procrem 
had been laboriously negotiated 
for more than three months by 
the Premier's Christian Demo- 
crats, the Communist party and 
four other major groups. ‘They 
were—from Isft to right in the 
nation’s parliamentary lineup— 
the Socialists, Social Democrats, 
Republicans and Liberals.

Soviet Painter 
Says Story 


Was Distorted 


MOSCOW, July 15 COPD.— 
Soviet artist Ilya Glazunov says 
he strengiy protests “distortions” 
in the Western press of a con- 
over 8 painting that 
forced the cancellation of his 
exhibition last month. 

In ἃ letter to Tass. Mr. Glagu- 
nov said that stories in the 
‘Western press included “many 
unfounded rumors, speculations 
and fabrications .. .” 

Mr. Glazunov's exhibition did 
Not open after the Ministry of 
Culture refused his demand that 
the show .include his “master- 
piece.” entitled “The Mystery of 
the 3th Century.” The huge 
painting depicts Stalin, Trotsky, 
Mao, Jesus and exiled Soviet 
writer- Alexander Solzhenitsyn. 

At the time. Mr. Glazunov told 
Western reporters that one offi- 
cial had warned him that if he 
persisted in demanding that the 
painting be shown “you will be 
very sorry because your life will 


. change.” The 47-year-old painter 


said at the time that he was 
sure the officials “will understand 
that for me human rights 
means the right to paint as I 
want and to show my works.” 


‘Not Anti-Soviet’ 


But be said last night that the 
tcontroversy “is not a conflict 
between the ‘Kremlin, so to say, 
and me. This is maybe a con~ 
flict between me and the head 
of a commission who does. not 
like my picture. 

“I declare now that the pic-~ 
ture is not a deliberate anti- 
Soviet mantfestation,” he said. He 
called it merely hts philosophy— 
“my understanding of the world” 

In the letter to Tass. the 
painter said that he wanted to 
“protest in the strongest terms 
against the distortions of the 
meaning of my work...” 

He said that a “certain part 
of Western propaganda” regard- 
ed the disagreement as a con- 
flict between Mr. Glazunov and 
authorities. “They ascribe to me 
statements which I have not 
made and my interviews for a 
number of Western papers heve 
been largely distorted.” Mr. Gla- 
πον. whe last year painted an 
ofticial T0th-birthday portrait of 
Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev. does not consider himself an 
“officis] artist” and has never 
painted in the approved socialist 
realism style.

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The Latest Korean Incident 


_ North Korea. by shooting down a strayed 
and unarmed U.S. helicopter. has reminded 
the world that its masters are brutal people. 
More‘to the point, it has embarrassed Jimmy 
Carter. For. while many Americans will con- 
elude that the larest incident at the DMZ 
‘demonstrates how dangerous Korea remains 
‘and bow desirable it would be tor the 
United States to step back, many others 
will read it quite another way. If Korea 
remains suo dafigerous, they will ask. why 
ts the President pulling out U.S. ground 
forces before any start has been made on 
resolving the political differences that create 
the danger? The question takes on added 
Kharpness from the coincidental disclosure 
that the President overrode a recommenda- 
tion by the joint chiefs of staff that oniy 
47.000 troops be withdrawn over the next 
five years. They accepted Mr. Carter's deci- 
sion to pull out all 33.000 over the Same 
period oniy on condition that Seoul get 
Jarge amounts of extra aid to help make 
up the difference. 

With this in mind. it becomes easier to 
understand President Carter's conspicuously 
low-key response to the incident. He let it 
be known that he had been attentive to 
the crisis but had fost no sleep because 
ef it, His press secretary was quick to char- 
acterize the helicopter’s incursion into North 
Xorea as unintentional and regrettable and 
as an isolated incident apparentiy unrelated 
to any larger North Korean plan of aggres- 
sion. U.S. military spokesmen émphasized 
that the rough response was entirely con- 
sistent with North Korea's past policy and, 
presumably. not to be read as some calcu- 
lated new provocation. Rejecting the eption 


{used in the last incident by President Ford) 
of calling 2 military alert, Mr. Carter chose 
instead to follow s conciliatory procedure 
looking to an early meeting with the North 
‘Koreans. 

Obviously. Mr. Carter has 8. responsibility 
to rescue the helicopters sole survivor, now 
a prisoner, and to reclaim the bodies of 
the three airmen lost. Perhaps, too, he had 
it in mind. in his first military minicrisis. 
to create a certain appearance of coolness 
and sureness. But most of all he seemed 
to be trying to preserve the sort of business- 
aS-usual atmosphere that would help win 
support for his troop-withdrawal decision. 

We think he’s right to treat the incident 
that way. The rationale for troop with- 
drawal is not that the North Koreans have 
somehow become more congenial It is that 
the security of South Korea can now be 
upheld by means other than the continued 
stationing of U.S. forces on the ground. 
The superpatriots find it easy to demand that 
U.S. honor be avenged. But it is not U.S. 
honor that has been challenged; it is U.S. 
good sense that is, as always, being tested. 

Wher the prisoner and the bodies of the 
three casualties have been returned, Mr.

Mr. Lance’s Stocks 


There is good reason for the Senate Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee to release 
Bert Lance. the budget director, from his 
pledge to sell his 190.000-plus shares of stock 
in the National Bank of Georgia by Dec. 31. 
President Carter had asked Mr. Lance to get 
rid of the bank stock. and Mr. Lance had 
promised to do so this year. ta avoid even the 
appearance of any conflict of interest. But the 
‘price of the stock, which Mr. Lance bought a 
lew years ago at an “average of over 811 
a share, has dropped as low as $8.50 ἃ share 
in the last few weeks. One reason is that 
the bank, like many others, has reported 
losses stemming from bad real-estate ven- 
tures. Another canse of the decline, though, 
haa been investors' knowledge that Mr. 
Lance's holdings, which amount to 21 per 
cent of the bank's outstanding shares, would 
be coming onto the market soon. 

Thus, meeting the deadline could cost Mr. 
Lance $1.6 million or more and could 8150 
inflict losses on other investors in the bank. 
That would be # high price for a commit- 
ment to pudlic service. Mr. Lance may be 
willing to pay that price 1 he has to, but 
the committee should grant him some rellef 
by allowing him to keep the stock ‘in a trust 
until a sale on less damaging terms can 
be arranged. After all, Mr. Lance has 8150 
promised te disqualify himself from policy 
matters involving regulation of banks. He 


did slip a bit last month, when he signed 
a letter to congressional conferees objecting 
to Senate legislation that encourages fi- 
nancial institutions to invest in older neigh- 
borhoods. Strictly ovserved, though. his 
promise to stay out of such matters should 
keep any real conflicts of interest from 
developing.

In eases such 
as Mr. Lance's. however. the official respon- 
sibilities are more diffuse. Especially where 
divestiture is difficult, financial disclosure 
and abstention from cleariy related decisions 
should be enough. After all, no rules—no 
matter how stern—can gnarantee impeccabie 
conduct in government or any other field. 
As the administration seems to be learning. 
one can put too much emphasis on looking 
pure and, in the process, discourage people 
of character, competence and achievement 
from entering public service at all.

The Lessons of New York 


TASHINGTON.—At one point 
during the power failure in 


_ New York a spokesman for Con- 


solidated Edison said the impact 
was being exaggerated because the 
city was the country’s “media 
center.” But the exact opposite 
is the truth when it comes to 
assessing the national. meaning 
of ‘the great city’s ordeal 

Precisely ‘because the media 
center of the country has been 
relatively caim recently, the plight 
of ali major urban centers has 
been sbmost universally neglect- 
ed. The rioting and looting which 
accompanied the power failure in 
New York demonstrate to every- 
body—especially the administra- 
tion here in Washington—that the 
cities harbor acute social pres- 
sures which cannot be safely 
ignored. 

What happened in New York 
makes the measure of the rising 
social tension very simple. When 
the last power failure took place, 
back in 1965, the mood of the 
city was healthy and amiable, Less 
than 100 persons were arrested, 
and there was no serious looting 
or riotmg. In many places, the 
common misery fostered. feelings 
of kinship.

A Top Sale 
Of Western 


Manuscripts 


By Souren Melikian- 


ONDON (IET).—The sale of 

Western manuscripts and 
miniatures of the Middle Ages 
and the Renaissance held Wed- 
nesday st Sotheby's will be long 
rememberec by professionals and 
specialists in medieval and Re- 
meissance literature. Sotheby's 
claim that this was the most im- 


portant single sale in the field - 


Since 1945 wads justified. 

In terms of numbers—there 
Were 97 lots, mostiy of illuminated 
manuscripts, a remarkable quan- 
tity—as well 2s quality this was 
true and proves that the one 
field in which top works are still 
available on the market is that 
of Western manuscripts. Not only 
dié this make a fabulous auction, 
but i resulted in a2 marvelous 
presale viewing exhibition open to 
the public and in a catalogue 
that, seen in a different perspec- 
tive, could be called an art book 
with important discoveries. 

The most spectacular of these 
is probably the manuscript of the 
Roman de la Rose Uhminated in 
Paris in the first decade of the 
15th century by a miniature 
painter known as the Bedford 
Master. As a literary work, the 
Roman de la Rose, begun about 
1240 by Guillaume de Lorris and 
completed about 40 years later. 
is the most famous work of 
French medieval literature. It was 
adapted in English by Chaucer, 
widely translated in other lan- 
guages and set the fashion for 
allegorica! interpretation in Eu- 
rope for 200 years. 

The manuscript, which came up 
at Sotheby's, is probably the 
finest Duminated manuscript of 
this work that has survived. It 
includes 103 miniatures in shades 
of gray—or crisaille, as it is call- 
ed in art history—with details in 
other soft colors, Only four manu- 
- Scripts of the work are known to 
have a larger number of minia- 
tures, but with the exception of 
the Bibliothéque Sainte Gene- 
viéve specimen in Paris—which 
has 104 miniatures—they are later 
or inferior in quality or imper- 
fectly preserved, according to 
Sotheby's expert Christopher de 
Hamel. 

Bought by Germany 
The work also has a long story 


“behind it. It was well known in 


the 18th century when it went 
through several great collections 
and was written about several 
times. In October. 1814. it was 
bought by William Beckford of 
Fonthill Abbey (1759-1844), one 
of the greatest collectors of his 
time and whose curiosity extend- 
ed from the Western Middle Ages 
to Ming China, On his death it 
passed into the hands of his son- 
in-law Alexander the 10th Duke 
of Hamilton. whose collection was 
later bought on behalf of the 
German government. 

It then came into the posses- 
sion of the Kupferstich Kabinett 
‘print room) of the Kaiser Fried- 
rich Museum in Berlin but was 
inexplicably sold at Sotheby’s on 
May 23, 1839, after which it found 
its way to France, Its latest own- 
er, Jacques Guerin, a noted col- 
lector, bought it there in 1948 
and reportedly submitted it to 
the Bibliothéque Nationale, where 
French scholars identified it as 
the great work last mentioned in 
the literature in 1910. This re- 
satted in a brief mention by Fran-

Many of the state Jaws, how- 
ever, have requirements for hear- 
ings and long periods—up to 60 
days in some cases—between the 
time a tendering company sub- 
mits an offer for review and the 
time the offer can take effect. 
These statutes generally block 
federally permitted “blitzkrieg” 
offers like the Hunts’ bid for 
Sunshine Mining. 

Proponents say delays built into 
the state Jaws benefit stockhold- 
ers of target companies bécause 
ae give management time to 

a better offer. Critics note 
my rapid growth of state reguia- 
tions have had a chilling effect 
on tender offers, thus limiting 
chances that shareholders of po- 
tential target companies might 
have to sell their securities at 
above-market prices. 

Companies that find themselves 
the target of an unwelcome tender 
offer have been mounting stiff 
defenses by resorting to both the 
takeover regulations and lawsuits 
of their own. 

Despite delays, tendering com- 
panles have not been anxious to 
contest the constitutionality of 
the state takeover laws. The 
Hunts, through Great Western, 
are the first to pursue a challenge 
to the validity of the state laws 
all the way to Β niling. The com- 
Plaint. filed on March 28 charges 
thar Idaho, New York and Mary~ 
land takeover statutes “represent 
an unconstitutional burden on in- 
terstate commerce in violation of 
the commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution, intrude unwarrantedly 
into an area preempted by federal 
regulation and deny rights to 
equal protection and due process.” 

The action also alleges that pro- 
visions in the state laws conflict 
with one another and with the 
Willams Act. i: 

Following the ongome trial 
which began May 24, both Great 
Western and Idaho—whose take- 
over law is the major issue-have 
indicated they will appeal any ad- 
verse ruling.

WASP, WHERE IS THY STING? 
By Florence King. Stein & Day. 214 pp. $8.95.

suppose I qualify as a WASP 

under Florence King’s defini- 
tion: German on my _ father's 
side, English on my mother's, but 
the transatlantic business took 
place well aver 100 years ago. 
‘White, Sufficiently Protesitent to 
know the words to “Jesus Loves 
Me" and “There Ts Sunshine in 
My Soul Today.” 

Being a WASP means that 
everyone else is an ethnic. which 
is why WASPs end up either as 
bigots or so fearful of offending 
they can't even call someone & 
Jew without lowering their voice 
and smiling. WASPs were able to 
set up invidious ethnic distinc- 
tions only because they arrived 
in America first; it took some 
chutzpah (or is that word 
challah?) to make the Indians, 
who were really here first, a 
minority group—not to mention 
the blacks, who were imported 
by force, then given WASP 
names 85 consolation. 

Now, history has had its re 
yenge; WASPs still own all the 
money and most of the country 
clubs. but nobody pays them any 
attention, Ethniclsm and roots 
are in; WASPs are the invisible 
ethnics) WASPs have, af course, 
been tracing their roots for years, 
but none of the spinster aunts 
upon whom the task devolved 
ever thought of writing a best 
seller about the process: and 
who. besides the local chapter 
of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution or genealogical 
society, would have been inter- 
ested? 

Nowadays, says Florence King, 
WASPs pay the ethnics the se- 
cret tribute of envy "50 warm.” 
“colorful” “family-oriented”, 
often employing stereotypes orig- 
inally devised for purposes of 
prejudice. WASPs used to have 
bic families. too, which socicic- 
gists hare since dismissed with 
the term “economic units": they 
were part of the WASPs' burden 
of conquering the continent «with 
the help of a few black slates, 
Irish ljaborers. Swedisn farmers. 
Ttalian construction workers, 
εἴς... Afler they had subdivided 
the real estate and made a for-~ 
tune. the wealthier WASPs took 
up birth control. At any rate, 
what with all that hard work and 
Puritanism, too, it’s no wonder 
WASPs have less fun. 

In “WASP, Where Is Thy 
Sting?” Florence King has gath- 
ered together a lot of the stan~ 
dard WASP traits, crochets and 
behavior patterns. Because we're 
not interesting, she seems to be 
saying, she will show how funny 
we ace. It is a sound approach, 
One of her techniques is to create 
comic types, like Mrs, Jones- 
borough. the upper-class WASP 
Wife im the suburbs who's always 


improving herself for her hus- 
band (who's always away in 
some Holiday Inn or another on 
business); she must decide wheth- 
er she should “sweep the floor or 
exercise her vaginal muscles.” 
Then youll remember Todd 
Armstrong, class of 195—, a 
straight-C man who preferred 
girls with a “C-pius libido” so he 
wouldn't have a pregnancy on his 
hands that would louse up his 
career. The girl of his dreams 
was Mary Beth Butterfield, full 
of school spirit and always smil- 
ing. She majored in “Soc” and 
hag @ photographic memory, 
which enabled her to get good 
grades on objective-question 
quizzes despite a furious semes- 
ter of extracurricular good works. 
Say “Sartre” to her and she 
would immediately - reply, 
“Ummm, existentialism.” 


At times Miss King is too 
jokey, or else playing variations 
of the old “In-Out." “Upper- 
Middle-lower-brow” games, but 
she also to hit upon 8 
lot of home truths. She ig hilari- 
ous about the Kind of WASP 
mother who raises her sons to be 
tough and unsissyish, all the 
while weaving about them an 
Oedipal web tighter than Mrs. 
Portnoy could ever dream of. The 
result is the avowed hetero son, 
who marries late. calls his mother 
by her first name and gets into 
eat-fights with her as she orders 
a fourth martini at the country 
elub: “Do you really think you 
should. Babs? You've had 
enough.” When he marries. he 
absolutely adores his mother-in- 
law. if she fs chic. and soon the 
two “are ciao-ing each other and 
swapping catty criticisms about 
the way Jackie Onassis wears her 
hunt derby.” se 

On sex, Miss Kine echoes 7). ἘΣ. 
Lawrence on the WASPs’ predi- 
lection for violence and repres- 
siveness. Murder is “oneness act- 
ing alone to end troublesome 
emotional entanclements. It goes 
without saying that the murderer 
does not need people. The sensu- 
alist does Thus sex threatens 
Self-suificiency as a good clean 
kill preserves it.” Although she 
can use such Madison Avyenuese 
as “We are not ‘people peopic.’” 
she follows up with the insight 
that “close emotional contact 
with aur own Species presents too 
roany threats.” 

‘There is much more. much of 
it fun, and if I were not such a 
WASP I would really get enthy- 
slastic about this book: instead, 
ΤῈ sear. er, um, nice job, And: 
Bow much money can you make 
writing a book like this?
